Southard was found by the United 
Press correspondent aboard his ship, 
dressed in the spotless white uni-1 
forms worn in the tropics. 
“The less you say about this the 
better for you," he flashed angrily 
when questioned about his w ife’s ar-, 
rest. 
He refused to say anything! 
further. 
A report was circulated here that} 
Mrs. Southard had attempted to have 
him take dut an insurance policy 
recently for $10,000. 
Had Good Reputation 
The reputation of the Southard’s 
in Honolulu was the best. 
“I have known Mrs. Southard here 
as a good, sw eet woman," Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Stetzer, an acquaintance of the 
Southard family declared today. , 
Mrs. Southard had the certificate 
of her marriage to Southard with her 
when she was arrested and it was 
held, along with a few other effects, 
by the police. 
The woman will bo held here until 
deputies arrive from Idaho or Los 
Angeles with the proper extradition 
papers, police said.

In 1913

married Robert C. 
Dooley of Twin Falls. 
He and his 
brother, Edward, took out a joint 
insurance policy. 
Both became ill 
in 1915. 
First the brotherinlaw 
died and then the husband. 
In 1916 she married William Mc- 
Gaffey of Twin Falls 
In 1917 he 
took out a $5000 insurance policy 
end October 22, 1918 he died in Bil­ 
lings, Mont. 
He died after insuring 
his life, in July of the same year 
In March, 1919, she became 
the 
bride of Harlan C. Lewis, of Bil­ 
lings, Mont. 
He died after insur­ 
ing his life, in July of the same year. 
Had $10,000 Insurance 
August I, 1920, she married Ed­ 
ward F. Meyer of Pocotello, Idaho. 
He took out an insurance policy for 
$10,000 and in September 1920 died 
in a hospital here. 
No attempt to collect Meyer’s in­ 
surance was made, officers said. 
Mrs. Meyer left here soon after 
her husband's death and was traced 
to Los Angeles where she married 
Paui Vincent Southard. 
In Los An­ 
geles she was presiding over the sal­ 
ad counter at a popular cafeteria. 
Authorities declare that the girl, 
naturally attractive, had no difficulty 
in winning successive husbands. She 
lived with them in apparent happi­ 
ness, they charge, 
and ministered 
carefully to their wants until they 
became ill. 
Then, 
it is charged, 
she would place arsenic in their food 
or medicine. 
Death would follow 
and, it *8 charged, physicians would 
attribute it to natural illness.

No child nutrition worker, says the 
II. S. Public Health 
Service, 
can 
hope 
to 
get 
satisfactory results 
without insisting on enough sleep for 
her charges. Besides damaging the 
nervous system, late 
hours 
cause 
“sleep hunger” and make children 
nervous and fidgety. 
The service commends the follow­ 
ing precepts just issued by the Lon­ 
don County Council: School children 
aged four years need twelve hours 
Bleep a day; aged five to seven, l l to 
12 hours; eight to eleven, IO to l l 
hours; and twelve to fourteen, 9 to 
IU hours. 
Children grow mainly while sleep­ 
ing or resting, do you want yours to 
grow' up stunted? 
Tired children learn 
badly 
and 
often drift to the bottom of the 
class. Do you want yours to grow 
up stupid?

the line of fire. 
Superintendent Lindsay of the Al­ 
burn Coal company, sent word here 
that he had dispatched a messenger 
to the .warring factions proposing an 
armistice.

cease immediately.

Captain J. N. Brockus arrived to­ 
day from the battle zone He said 
his men had been hemmed in be­ 
tween the two fighting lines 
and 
their position was precarious. He 
managed to withdraw the troopers 
in groups of two, by maintaining a 
constant fire. 
The 
fighting 
between 
m iners’ 
strikers, state 
police and 
county 
sheriffs which opened at dawn yes­ 
terday, reigned in Marrimac, Hawk, 
Spriggs and 
Album, according to 
meager reports reaching here. 
One man 
was 
dead 
and 
four 
wounded, 
according 
to latest 
ad­ 
vices here. 
Wire communication with the fight 
area had been cut since the battle 
started and definite information was 
lacking. 
Harry Statten, former m agistrate 
and 
prohibition 
officer, 
was 
shot 
down while in front of his home in 
Spriggs, six miles from Williamson. 
The warfare which 
extended 
up 
the Tug River six miles to Alburn 
and resulted in four W est Virginia 
mining camps 
being 
fired 
on 
by 
snipers, hidden in the hills on the 
W est Virginia and Kentucky sides 
of the river, followed. 
Flares of rifle and revolver fire 
from the hills were plainly visible 
here last night. 
The sounds of the shots occasional­ 
ly were heard as new volleys were 
let loose. 
The battle died down toward dawn 
today after the all-night skirmish but 
later started afresh. 
Captain J. R. Brockus, with a hand­ 
ful of state police, 
has 
not 
been 
heard from since he started for the 
mining colonies early yesterday. 
Advices here were that the state 
police were hemmed in between the 
firing forces on the two hills. 
Deputy sheriffs were dispatched to 
augment the police force. Little fear 
for the safety of authorities was felt, 
however. 
Additional state police are being 
rushed here from Willis Branch and 
other West Virginia points. Reports 
were circulated that federal troops 
from Camp Sherman would arrive 
within the next 36 hours. The main 
fight was between miners who have 
been on strike since industrial war­

stock brokers urn! dancers and fid­ 
dlers, to say nothing of an unknown 
num ber of distributors of soft drinks 
and ice cream cornucopias, delight­ 
ful adjuncts of childhood. 
The internal revenue laws of the 
U nited States requires a stock broker 
to pay $50 a year for a certain kind 
of a stam p. 
The fiscal year for that 
stam p will end July I, 1921. 
So far 
as Burns is able to determ ine at 
this time, com paratively few of the 
stock brokers 
In 
this 
county have 
provided them selves w ith the stam ps. 
Oil Stock Men Shy. 
“ A broker under th is 
law',” 
said 
B urns, "is anyone 
who 
negotiates 
the purchase or sale of* stocks for 
others. 
T hat does not apply to a 
regularly 
employed 
salesm an 
of a 
concern. 
It does apply to a large 
num ber of persons in 
this 
county 
who are selling oil stocks on com­ 
m ission. 
“A broker is supposed to buy his 
internal revenue stam p the m onth h e1 
sta rts into business. 
He pays at thej 
rate of $4.16 a m onth for the re­ 
m ainder of the fiscal year.

he has been operating as a broker J 
w ithout having a license, he m ust 
pay his back tax of $4.16 a m onth 
w ith an added penalty of 25 per cent.

ALLEGED BUNKO 


JUDGE LINDSEY PAYS 
HIS FINE OF $500 


Register Want Ads Gist Little—Accomplish Much 


Linked with an asserted conspir­ 
acy through which the First Nation­ 
al bank of Yorba Linda was alleged 
to have been defrauded out of $300, 
W. Wignal, alias "Sharkey,” today 
stood bound over to the superior 
court with bail fixed at $2,000. He 
was bejng held in the county jail 
by default. 
W ignal was given a preliminary 
hearing before Justice of the Peace 
Cox yesterday 
afternoon. 
Several 
witnesses were put on the stand and 
revealed arf amazing chain of cir­ 
cumstances by which a quartet of 
alleged bunko men conduct their op­ 
erations. 
The defendant is the only one of 
the four so far arrested. His alleged 
confederates have successfully elud­ 
ed the authorities. Wignal claims 
that he does not know where they 
are. In fact, he asserted yesterday 
that he did not even know the other 
three men. 
Presenting themselves to officials 
of the Yorba Linda bank, the men 
claimed to be oil prospectors from 
San Francisco. Two were supposed 
to be “capitalists,” another was an 
“attorney” and Wignal the defend­ 
ant, was represented as a “geolo­ 
gist.” 
• 
Dr. Keller Testifies 
Dr. Lester Keller, president of the 
First National bank of Yorba Linda, 
testified that the’ defendant was in 
troduced to him as “Sharkey.” Ac­ 
cording to Dr. Keller, T. T. Franklin, 
one of the “capitalists,” sought an 
option on oil land which the doctor 
owned. The land had been exam­ 
ined by the “geologist” and pro­ 
nounced acceptable. 
Franklin gave Dr. Keller a check 
for $500 to clinch the option. This 
was April 15, according to Dr. Keller. 
A day or two later Franklin appeared 
at the bank and opened a checking 
account, giving the cashier a check 
for $1,000 drawn on a San Francisco 
bank. 
■ J . W. Hargrave, cashier 
of 
the 
bank, testified that he also knew’ the 
defendant as “Sharkey.” He also met 
Franklin and was impressed with 
his supposed business and financial 
standing. Franklin came to the bank, 
according to Hargrave, the day after 
he had opened a checking account 
for $1,000, and withdrew $300 in cash. 
Girl Testifies 
According to Miss Margaret John­ 
son, assistant cashier of the Yorba | 
Linda bank, Franklin increased his j 
original account by depositing a sec­ 
ond check for $1,200. She testified i 
that both checks were drawn on I 
the American National bank of San 
Francisco. 
Hargrave was again called to the i 
stand and testified 
that 
Franklin I 
rushed into the bank a day or tw’o j 
after making the second deposit and j 
bought a draft on the Merchants | 
National bank of Los Angeles. The , 
draft was for the sum of $527.30 and 
made payable to J. T. Dewitt. 
Orland Cox, assistant cashier of 
the M erchants’ National 
bank 
of 
Los Angeles, identified tho defend- 
| ant, Wignal, as the man who called 
at the Los Angeles bank and gave 
the name of “De W itt.” He desired I 
I to get the draft cashed, according j 
to Cox, but Cox declined to accom-1 
modate him without proper identifl-j 
cation. 
Cox stated that “De W itt” told him j 
{that Mr. Hargrave of the Yorba L in-j 
I da bank, was to call Cox on the long 
I distance phone and w aive identifi- j 
I cation. “De W itt" w as told that Har-; 


I grave had not called.

phoned Hargrave and when told bf

Jeweler On Stand

I t . Merithew, proprietor of a 
j Long Beach jewelry store, told of an 
I attem pt on the part of the defend- 
j ant to cash the draft at his store. 
Merithew said he knew Wignal, the 
defendant, as "Fields.” This man 
“Fields,” he said, came into the store 
and desired to buy a watch smiilar 
in one that he had bought several] 
i weeks before and which he stated j 


I he had lost. Merithew said that he j 
did not have the same kind of a . 
watch in stock but showed “Fields” 
another that satisfied him. 
Merithew stated 
that 
“Fields” ] 
gave him the draft for $527.30 and 


I asked that he cash it, retaining the 
purchase price of the watch. Meri- 
| thew said that he desired to find out 
whether the draft was all right le- 
fore cashing it and asked “Kields” 
i to excuse him for a few minutes.

! boy, after the watch and the cash. 
The messenger told Merithew what 
j “Fields” had sent him for and then 
I handed Merithew a note which ex- 
j plained that “Fields” was unavoid- 
! ably detained. 
Officers Summoned

I Merithew- had called J. B. Worley of 


I the Long Beach police department. 
Worley was in the store when the 
j messenger came in and demanded 
I to know where “Fields” was. Worley 
' also sought a description of “Fields.”

tell.
